bacco nearly four times xx hat xve spenl 
for men's clothing; we spent for those 
txvo articles nearly six times xvhat we 
spent for women's clothing, and near- 
ly three times what xve spent for child- 
ren's clothing. 
To say that such fig- 


ures, xx hen sludieel by n man of Intel- 
ligence, eio not affect him, especially 
if he is glxen lo expensix'C habits ol 
Ihis characler, is folly. 
Men study 


figures today as they never did before. 
The xxorld Is becoming congested. 
There are more people lo be fed Ihan 
xve have food for; there are more child- 
ren to be educated than 
there are 


schools; nnel there is more work to be 
done Ihan Ihere are capable xxorking 
people to elo 11, 


We get at this situation by collecting 


figures and instituting comparisons, 
and the figures assist us in seeking the 
remedy. Statistics have pi ayed a very 
important part in eelucaUng the com- 
mon people into temperance ideas. 
However, I will give some more fig- 
ures. 


It has been fairly well determined 
that the average man who drinks 
spends 50 cents a day for liquor. Thwe 
figures are for this country. I believe 
he spends a little less in Germany and 
more in England. 
This takes from 


his income IH82.50 a year. 
A man 


who is a steady drinker requires more 
medical attendance in a year than a 
man who is not. This has 
been 


demonstrated by physicians. 
More 


men are rejected by life Insurance com- 
panies because they are drinkers than 
men who are weak otherwise. We 
have, therefore, less financial protec- 
tion for the family of a drlnkei than 
for the family of a temperance person. 
A man xvho drinks creates more debts, 
as a rule, than a man who does not 
eirink. Summing up all these things 
against the annual earnings of such a 
man, we find that he cosl« his family, 
through his habit, about $250 a year, 
which includes his liquor bill, his 
debts, his medical attendance and loss 
of profit in nn insurance policy. 


HABIT STRIKES INCOMES. 
Now, in the United States there are 


2,352,000 farm families, whose annual 
income is less than $100; 8,422,000 city 
families, whose income Is less than 
$400; 1,447,000 farm families whose 
income is less than $600; 2,230,000 city 
families whose Income is less than $600; 
274,000 farm families whose income is 
between$1,200 and $1,800; tind 1,413,- 
000 city families 
whose Inoomo is 


from $1,200 to $1,800. 


You deduct from the farm and city 


families, having annual incomes less 
than $400, $250 for liquor, sickness, 
debts and loss of Insurance, and you 
are steadily driving the family into 


WoO a year, If ths father is a drinking 
man. The loss is not no severe on the 
families with the larger income, but 
It is, ncx-erthclcss, a steady financial 
drain. 


The diversion of so much money Into 


n single habit and Its altendanl'evlls, 
affects the purse of the bread-winner, 
the comforts of the home, nnd school- 
ing of the children; and the comfort* 
anel physical character fo the head ol 
the family himself are attacked. 


The average factory worker of ths 


United States receives 1490 peryesr In 
wages, and there are 0,152,000 of such 
workers. Deduct from this $260 a year 
for liquor and its miseries, and half 
of the family's Income is taken away. 


The average wage-earnings per year 


in the North Atlantic states of Ihis 
Union arc $479; in the South Atlantic 
states, $335; in the North 
Central 


slates, $508; In the Western states, 
where mining Is protfiable, $670 or an 
average ver year per man for the 
whole United States of $477. Take 
from tills the $260 put Into a habit and 
the blow which Is dealt the Individual 
and the family is too palpable to be 
Ignored. 


Figures of this character cannot be 
disputed. They are having extraordin- 
ary weight in this progressive day with 
thinking people, and in some ways 
they are doing more for the cause of 
temperance than a hundred other argu- 
ments that might be advanced.

' law Is thereby removed from the dii- 
cinslon. 


"Uy a popular vote in favor of pro- 


hibition U is made certain t^at the 
rxecutlve officer elected by that local 
I'ommunlty will zealously carry out 
the lav and that juries selected from 
Ihe village will do their duty as re- 
quired by the statute.''

The postmaster slated that 
the trust company had performed an 
Illegal act against his vigorous pro- 
testations; that the board had covered 
up adcfalDllon by the minister, and 
that a bank examiner had ordered the 


latlei straightened out. 
The postmaster boldly proclaimed 


that "Johnston vva.s done; you'll hear 
no more of him," etc., and that he be-

A stormy meeting of the directors of

joint labors and judgment of the coun- 
cil commillee and tlie local board o] 
health. 


There is no more important article o] 


diet than milk. 
Upon its cleanliness, 


its purity and its quality, depends the 
very life of hundreds of babies and 
children in this borough. It is highly 
important that there should be healthy 
cows and sanitary conditions where 
the supply of milk is obtained and it 
is of equal importance that the bottles 
and receptacles are sanitary. The bor- 
ough officials with commendable en- 
terprise have undertaken to regulate 
and improve these conditions. 


The ordinance presented 
at 
the 


Council meeting on Monday evening 
was given ils fir.st reading find under 
the rules governing the botly was laid 
over for one month when it is practi- 
cally certain that th'e measure will be 


The ordinance provides that there 


shall be elected annually by Council 
a qualified person to act as milk in- 
spector, whose duty il shall be to in- 
spect and examine all \ehicles and 
conveyances of every kind iu which 
milk is vended in the borough, arid 
also all places in the borough where 
milKissold or kept for sale and all 
apparatus used in gathering or distri- 
buting milk. 


After September 3, 1008, no person 


will be allowed to sell milk in the 
borough without iirst procuring a li- 
cense from the Clerk of Council. 


Before a license can be issued for the 


sale of milk a certiiicate must be pre- 
sented showing that the cows from 
which the milk is obtained are in a 
healthul condition and that the dairies 
and farm stables and surroundings are 
in clean and sanitary conditions. The 
certificate must be feigned by the milk 
inspector. 


The ordinance also provides that it 


shall be the duty of every person ped- 
dling milk in the borough to cause all 
cows from which the milk is procured 
and the premises where they are kept 
to be inspected quarterly on or about 
the first days of January, April, July 
and Qctober in each year by the milk 
inspector or agent of the State Live 
Hlock Sanilary Board and present to 
the Clerk of Council a certificate from 
the otllcial making such inspeclion 
setting forth lhat Ihe cows, herds and 
premises are in good, safe, heallhful 
and sanitary condition. 


No dealer in milk shall sell or have 


iu his custody with the intent to sell 
milk from which the cream has been 
removed unless the words "Skimmed 
Milk" are plainly printed in one-inch 
Ictlers on the oulside of every vessel, 
can or package from which sucl" milk 
is sold. 


The ordinance also provides for an 


inspeclion of the milk and sets a 
standard which must be maintained. 
Adulterating or addition of any chem- 
icals or preservative are strictly for- 
bidden. 


No milk will be allowed to be sold 


which exceeds sixty degrees Fahren- 
heit in temperature. 
There are a 


number of other valuable provisions 
regualting the sale of milk.

What 
can be expected of our schools in the 
training ol the children in the duties 
of cilizenship, when the home life is 
influenced by such a mother. Mr. 
Leech since his entrance into the 
school board has done much lo ele- 
vate the schools to their present state 
of efficiency and usefulness. He has 
given his lime and freely expended 
his money, in an effort to improve 
Ihe schools and as a result, our 
schools have never attained such a 
high dcgiee of proficiency and excel- 
lence as they enjoy today. His de- 
portment and conduct on the even- 
ing of Ihe commencement were that 
of a perfect gentleman, and beyond 
reproach. 
The presentation of the 


Grundy medal by Mr. lilankenburg 
was arranged for in advance and pub- 
lished in Ihe papers. 
In order lhat 


Lhe commencement should lack noth- 
ing to mill, e it a complete success, he 
engaged an orchestra of eight pieces 
at his own expense. He also gave a 
:iandsomc present to a pupil in the 
raduating class for writing the best 


essay on "Our Civil War." 
There- 


'ore, the criticism contained in "a 
uofherV letlcr, was not only jn- 
dnd and unladylike, but was decided- 
'y unbecoming and a very sliiking 11- 
ustration of feminine spitelulness and 
shame. 


The "Methodist" who wrote the 


other letter, is a fair type of manhood, 
who 
unfortunately gets into 
our 


churches only to promote strife and 
discord and who goes through 
life 


disgruntled, dissatisfied and unhappy. 
He says the gathering at the cotn- 
uencement was of a political charact- 
er, and a disgrace to the church, the 
school and the tou n. There, are cer- 
,ain 
members 
of 
the 
Methodist 


Jhurch, who hove no right to point 
-he linger of scorn at any politician, 
or if the reports are true, the actions 
and conduct of our local politicians 
vill pale into insignificance, when 
>laced alongside of the doings and 
uanipulations of the allies of a former 
)astor, last year, in the same Metho- 
list Church. 


It has been intimated, and most 


ikely by "Methodist" himself, that 
he guesls at Mr. Grundy's reception 
lad been drinking. Let us, therefore, 
onsider the question from a truthful 
tanclpoint and from information giv- 
in by those who were in touch with 
lie whole aii'air, 


Mr, Grundy was requested lo ask 


Jovernor Stuart lo address the cliil- 
ren at the commencement and after 
onsiderable trouble got in touch with 
he Governor, only to find that a pre- 
ious engagement with the Supreme 
jourl on that evening, precluded the 
lossibility of his being present. 
Had 


not been for his engagement, the 


Sovernor would surely have been pre- 
eut. As little time was left to pro- 
ure a speaker, Mr. Urundy was again 
appealed to, and very kindly consent- 
ed to aid in the matter. He according- 
ly brought the matter to the attention 
of James Pollock, who was interested 
in the schools of Philadelphia at the 
-time of their reorganization. Know- 
ing the service rendered the Philadel- 
phia schools by Dr. MacAlisler, he 
suggested his name as the speaker. 
When Dr. MacAlister's acceptance 
was received, Mr. Leech visited him 
at the Drexel Institute and made all 
the arrangements. Mr. Pollock was 
jnvfted out of consideration for his 
kindnesti to the schools in securing Dr. 
MacAlister. 
After the arrangements 


were perfected, Mr. Grundy thought 
it would be in keeping with the ef- 
forts of the ili rectors, to make this 
year's commencement exceed all pre- 
vious ones, if he should give a recep- 
tion to Dr. MacAlister and afford the 
representative men of our town those 
who were in official position, having 
been elevated through the confidence 
of our townspeople to places of honor 
and trust; men who were interested in 
the progress and development of our 
town ; men who are giving their time 
and talents without thought of emoul- 
ment or remuneralion; and men to 
whose wise judgment and careful and 
honest manipulations, we owe our ex- 
cellent local public school system as 
well as the able government of our 
municipality ; he thought it would be 
appreciated if he afforded these men 
an opportunity, along with the min- 
isters of our churches, as well as 
several prominent educators from ad- 
joining towns and townships, to meet 
Dr. MacAlister, who is one of the fore- 
most educators in our country. 
• He accordingly arranged 
a very 


pleasant social function, to which he 
invited the ministers of the town, the 
school board, town council and others, 
It would, perhaps, be impossible to 
assemble a more representative body 
of men than those who attended the 
reception. 
Politics 
were 
entirely 


eliminated. Democrats and Republi- 
cans rubbed elbows together and met 
upon the common level, of true man- 
hood. 
Ministers, professional men, 


merchants and artisans all accepted of 
Mr. Grundy's hospitality, and are 
warm in their praise of his kindness 
and generosity. Among the number 
were four of our ministers, Dr. Burns, 
Rev. 
Moorhouse, Dr. Gehrett and 
ev. 
oorouse, 
r. 
ere 
an 


Father Gentile. Doctors Abbott, Wii- 
son, LeCompte and Purseli, Attorneys 
Gilkeson and James, two of the trus- 
tees of the Methodist Church, Burgess 
Highland, and many others, as well 
as several prominent and influential 
citizens of the county were also pre- 
sent 
Upon the entrance to Mr. 


Grundy's home the guests were ush- 
ered into the parlor and introduced to 
Dr. MacAlister, Mr. Pollock and Mr. 
Blankenburg. 
Passing out through 


the dining room on to the porch, the 
guests sat at tables and partook of a 
splendid luncheon provided by the 
tost 
Pure cold water and coffee in 


abundance were served. 
To accuse 


Mr. Grundy of inviting the ministers 
or our churches to a social function at 


doubtedly saw his pastor among the 
men who attended the commence 
ment, after having partaken of Mr 
Grundys' hospitality. Had his lovt 
for his pastor been genuine, and his 
desire to deal fairly with his fellow 
man, he wouldjiave first gone to hit, 
pastor and obtained the facts, befort 
through his ungentlemanly and mir 
row-minded conduct he brought dis- 
grace upon himself and adminislcrei 
an insult, not only to his pastor but to 
many of our best citizens, 


A careful investigation of the mallei 
lus do, .-lu^u ihe r.ii-1 llial (he origir 
of the reports which htuc been in cir. 
culullon since the commencement can 
be charged to two persons both o 
whom were actuated by soreness over 
imaginary wrongs. 
Certain disparag- 


ing assertions which were charged to 
the graduates, 
were found to be ab- 


solutely untrue. 
Thus 
the whole 


tempest resolves Jtsclf into a ridicu- 
lous and infamous outrage, which is a 
burning shame and stinging dlsg'raci 
to our community. 


What then shall we expect in the 


future? For years the commencement 
has been held in the assembly room ol 
Ihe high school building. About four 
hundred of our citizens have crowded 
into the building, and sweat and 
swore and declared they would never 
go again. The commencement did not 


elong to the tyvvn, but to the few who 


happened to be the friends of the grad 
uates. The present board saw the in. 
justice of it all and foresaw the inter- 
est which would be aroused, if a larg- 
er number of our citizens could be pre- 
sent to witness the commencement ex- 
ercises. Accordingly they asked per- 
mission last year to hold the exer- 
cises in the Methodist Church. Asa 
result more parentts were permitted to 
be present, and the high school this 
year contained more pupils than ever 
before in the history of the schools, 
and at present over 60 pupils arc en- 
rolled for next year. 
Other towns 


have been Retting the bigger men for 
theit commencements and it seemed 
only fair that Bristol should have its 
share. 
Bui now lhat Ihe effort bus 


been tried, and a certain clement of 
our citizenship, blinded by prejudice 
and short-sightedness, and even with- 
out Inquiry or investigation as to the 
truthfulness or falsity of their stale- 
mcnls, have insullcd the one man 
whose influence and willingness to aid 
in the higher development of all 
things calculated to promote the wel- 
fare of our municipality, could ac- 
complish the results desired, wo may 
well ask ourselves, "What of the fu- 
ture'.'" Shall the board go back to its 
circumscribed environment and limit 
the attendance to the few who are the 
friends of the graduates, or shall they 
continue the broad-minded policy ex- 
ercised during the past two years, and 
make the commencement an event of 
interest to the w hole community'! Let 
us hope that injustice, spitelulncss, 
jealousy, soreness, 
narrowness will 


give way to a higher and nobler man- 
hood and womanhood, where justice 
will dominate and where fairness, 
honesty and an appreciative regard for 
the kindnesses of others will lead to a 
belter understanding in the future and 
thus develop in our municipality a 
citizenship of the highesl degree.

Will Prohibition Fail Again? 


Editor Gazelle:—Under Ihe above 


lille the current number of "The 
World's Work" says, after reciting the 
catalogue of failures of Prohibition, so 
industriously circulated by Ihe publi- 
caions of "the liquor inleresls :'" "A 
superficial study of these facts does 
not lead to an encouraging conclusion 
about the prohibition experiment that 
the Southern States are now making. 
But a superficial study may not lead 
to a right conclusion. 
Times and 


manners and public sentiment have 
grreatly changed since the two preced- 
ing waves of prohibition swept over 
the land and left so m tny stalutes and 
constitutional amendments. Drunken- 
ness has decreased, business life has 
become far less tolerant of the drink 
habit, 
and the old doctrine of the 


invasion by law of men's personal 
privileges has lost Its force, in this 
application at least. The Supreme 
Court of the United Slales has declar- 
ed a prohibitory law sound in princi- 
ple. 
Most ol all, in many communi- 


ties, public sentiment favors it. 
This 


is the test of all such laws. They will 
be enforced where public opinion ap- 
proves of enforcing them. 
And, in 


spile of the breakdown of so many 
slate laws and amendments, the area 
of prohibition has constantly become 
grealer by the enforcement of local 
laws. 
In many communities, too, 


where prohibition has failed, high- 
license laws lhat approximate prohi- 
biting have been successful. 


"For these reasons the present ex- 


periment at absolute or approximate 
prohibition in the South has a far 
better chance of success than a casual 
study of the previous failures in New 
England and the West might lead one 
to think. It is not a mere repetition, 
under parallel conditions of these pre- 
vious experiments." 


While the tenor of the foregoing is 


not emphatically of the prohibition 
side of the controversy, the writer 
thereof evidently lakes a fairer and 
saner view' of the situation than some 
of the big and little, especially the 
latter, advocates of the "wet" policy. 
In this connection the undersigned 
noticed an article in the current num- 
ber of "The 
Contemporary Review, 


entitled "The Village Pub.," which 
apparently shows the strong stand tak- 
en by many of the Anglican clergy in 
England, particularly the vicars and 
curates in villages and the smaller 
towns, against any reform in the 
British licensing laws which would 
tend towards diminishing the fearful 
drink habit in that country, and this 
in spite of the open advocacy of this 
reform by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury and many of the Bishops. The 
question there seems to be resolving 
itself into a trial of strength between 
Parliament, representing the interests 
of the people, and the great brewing 
and distilling establishments, com- 
bined with titled and unfilled owner's 
of licensed property.

Elaine's Presidential Chinees. 
The Famous "Amen Corner."

ITH the passing of the Fifth 


Avenue hotel, at the corner 
or Twenty-third street and 
Fifth u venue, another of the 


indent laucliii.iiUs of New York city 
llsupponrs 
Many of the smie.s which 


uuve been witnessed there n111 bo re- 
membered long after tlie raring of the 
structure anil tlie election In Its place 
of a skj-seraplug office building. 


The Fifth Avenue lacked only a few 


months of reaching the balf century 
mark, as It was built In 1839 
It was 


the next yeni (hat King Edward VII. 
of England, then the Prince of Wales, 
stopped tlioic 
it was tue first Ameri- 


can liotc'l to install un elevator, or "ver- 
tical riiilimul,' as it was then termed 


The old Filth Avenue nas famous 


as a political heidiiuarteis. as the 
New Voik city borne of Thomas Col- 
lier Platt, as the scene of his "Sunday 
school class" and the "amen corner" 
gatherings and as the place where 
the Hev Dr Burchard spoke the 111 
timed words that sealed the political 
fate of .Tnnies G. Blnlue 
Before the 


closing of the hotel the stniiway was 
often pointed out where Dr Burchard 
stood when In the middle of the eiclt- 
Ing presidential campaign of 1884 he 
headed a delegation of clergymen who 
had come to pnv thcli respects to the 
Kepubllcfin candidate 
"We are Re- 


pulillrnns," sillil the minister in ad- 
difssing Sli 
Nlatue, "and we do not 


propose to h-a\e our patty to identify 
ourselves with the party whose an- 
tecedents have been rum, Romanism 
and rebellion " When the speech was

published the ne<ct day the Democratic

Whatever It was. the group In the cor- 
ner would loyally say, "Atnen " This 
custom gave a bright reporter an Idea, 
and he dubbed It the "amen corner," a 
name which was not long In attaining 
national recognition 
It was In 1002 


that frequentets of the "amen corner" 
organlred themselves Into an Incor- 
porated club, and now dinners are held 
by It every year, which are a leading 
feature of the social and political life 
of New York. The "amen corner" has 
b»en transferred to the Hoffman House. 


When It came time to close the 


floors of the Fifth Avenue hotel to the 
public no keys could be found 
It 


had been open night and day for for- 
ty-eight years, and the last time that 
the doors were locked was during the 
draft riots of 1861.
